rauch the diſtempers and diſtraQtions of the pre- 
ſent times, unbappily:fallen,have: given Us more 
occaſion, We haye therefore thought it fic to 
ſupply thisdefect by theſe Our Lerters; wherein 
bold, the generall careof Our Tuſtice :commit- 
ted tos by Gad, and'by-Hs'delegated ro Our 
TIuadges by Our ſeverall:Commiſsions, We re- 
commend unto you in your Circuit, as We ſhall 
doc to:thereſt of your Brethren-in their ſeverall 
Circuits, morc- eſpecially theſe particulars fol- 


- Firſt, Thatye take care by all the beſt meanes 
you canto ſuppreſſe Popery in all choſe Coun. 
ties Whither -yari'ate to goe, by putting the 
Layves mate! en them in due execution: 
Andthatyoutikethelike- care to givea ſoppe 
rothe ovethaſty growth of Anabaptiſme, and o- 
het Sehiſtties;a5firte'as by the good Lavves of 
this Lan&you'tnay;' and to puniſh the Uelin- 
quents with ani equall hand; and thoſe eſpecial 
ly of either forty whom you-ſhall diſcover to be:

ſeditiouſly ftirrers and morers of others ,3roany 
Acofdilobedienceto Us, and to Our Govern. 
ment; And that in _ Charges and othetwile, 
as you ſhall have fic opportunity, you aſſure Qur 
good Subjes in Our name;andin'the'word of 
a King (who calls God rowitneſſeof His-ince- 
grity and ſincerity therein) That by His gratious 
aſsiſtance, We are conſtantly refolved/to main- 
rainthe true Proteſtant Religion cſtabliſhed:by 
Law in this Church of England, inthe purity 
thereof, withour declining either to the righe 
hand or tothelefr, as We foundir at OurAcceſſe 
tothe Crowne; and as it was maintained in'the 
happy times of Queen Elizabeth, and King Tames 
(Our:deer Father) both of happy memory; and 
therein borh'to live and dye. - 

Secondly , you ſhall let Ouripeople of thole 
Counties know, Thar according to Our Kingly 
duty and Oath, Weare alſo conſtantly, reſolved to 
maintain the Lawes ofthis Our Kingdoms'and 
by,and according tothem, to governe Our Sub- 
jets,and not by any Arbitrary power, whatſo- 
ever the malevolent Spirits of anyillaffeted ro 
Our Perſon,or Government have ſuggeſted; or 
ſhall ſuggeſt tothe contrary; and that we ſhall 
alſo maintain: the Juſt Priviledges of- Parlia-

ment, as farre as any of Our Predeceſſors have 
done, and as farre as may ſtand with that Iuſtice 
which We oweto Our Crowne, and tothe ho. 
nourthereof. But that We may not, nor will ad. 
mit of any ſuch unwarrantcd power in either 
or both houſes of Parliament, which in ſome- 
things hath beea lately ulurped,nor only with- 
out, but againſt Our Royall Conſent and Com- 
mand; And We requireand Command you, as. 
there (hall be juſt occaſion offered, in 2 legall 
ways that you take care to preſerve Our juſt 
Right inthoſe Cales, TP 

Thirdly, We charge you, as you tender the 
Peace of the Kingdom, ( in the governmenc 
whereof , according to Our Lawes, you Our, 
Judges of the Law have a principall part under 
(Ls) chat youtake care for the (upprelsing of all 
TafurreRions ( ifany ſuch ſhould happen) and 
of all Riats, and nnlawtull Aſſemblies , under a- 
ny pretence whatſoever, not warranted by the 
Lawes of the Land, and. whoſoeyer ſhall cranſ 
grefle therein, that you let them know, that they 
muſt expe that puniſhment which by the Law 
may be inflicted upan them, . and at your hands 
We ſhall look for ſuch an accomprt herein, with- 
in your Circuit, as becometh.the quality of che 
| place whereinyou ſerye Us. 
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Fourthly, Becanſetheſe diftempersof ors 
- ſeattimes,unhappily ſirred up, and fomented by 
ſome, under ſpecious, bur unjuſt pretences , are 
wagon: to ſtirre-up looſe and ungoverned Jet: 
ons, under hope of impunity, as farre as rhey 
dare, tomakea prey of Our good Subjetts , We 
ftritly charge and command you to take the 

order yon can in thofe Counties, that 
Rogues and Vagabonds, and other diſorderly 
people may be apprehended,dealt with, & puni- 
{hed according tothe Lawes, whereby the good 
and quiet People of Our Kingdom may be fecu- 
red, andthe wicked and licentious may be ſups 
preſſed. And We Charge and Command you 
trogiveitin Chargein all the Counties whither 
you areſentby Our Commiſhons,that Watches 
and Wards,beftrialy kept inall Pariſhes &Places 
convenient » whereby the Lawes made againft. 
ſuch diſorders may be'put in due execution. 
Fiftly and latty, youſhall let Our People of 

. thoſeCounties know from Us,and by Our Com- 
mand; Thar if they ſhall prgferre unto Us, or 
unto you in Our ſtead, any thing wherein they 
hold themſelves grieved;inan humble and figing 
way, and ſhall defire a juſt reformation orre- 
liefe, We fhallgive-a gratious Eare unto them, 
and with all. conveniency return themſuchian 
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——_ them cauleto chaokUsfor | 
and Favour.
